"Washington, Sept. 28.~The session of 


:he Schley court of inquiry began at i 
the usual time, with the recall of wit-, 
nesses for the purpose of correcting 
mistakes in their testimony and allow- 
ing other questions to be asked them 
ivhen necessary to make clear any point 
which had not hitherto been sufficiently 
elucidated by them. Captain McCalla, 
who had commanded the Marblehead 
during the Spauish war, then continued 
:ils testimony. 


When. Captain McCalla took the wit- 


ness stand, Mr. Hanna asked him: 
'\Vere any ships assigned to the duty 
of engaging the batteries on the xuorn- 
ng of May 31, 1898, or during that 
day or to the duty of enfilading the bat- 
teries?" 


The reply was, "None that I know 


of." 


Mr. Ilauna, then asked: "Were there 


any shoals or other obstacles of any 
ciud to prevent the battleships from

Captain Parker objected to the ques-

The witness said further that ho 


thought It had been common knowl- 
edge at Key West after his arrival 
there on May 19 that the Cuban in- 
surgents were on the coast near Cien- 
fuegos, out that no information was 
given concerning the secret code: He 
bad, he said, failed to give the code to 
Commodore Schley whQi he passed 
him, when the commodore was on his 
way to Cienfuegos. because he'did not 
know that the commodore was bound 
for that port. "If I had thought that 
he was going to Clenfuegos," he said, 
"I would have gone alongside and 
given him my information." He had 
ordered the Eagle to give Commodore 
Schley 
information 
concerning 
the 


presence of insurgents, but had not 
given the secret code to the command- 
er of that vessel. He would have done 
so if lie had known the destination or 
the squadron. 


Replying to a question, Captain Mc- 


Calla said -that Commodore Schley's 
fleet while off Santiago had never ic 
his knowledge been withdrawn to any 
distance- from the harbor of Santiago

She Learnn In a. Tank. 


This summer's girl will know how to 


ewim If one may Judge by the number 
of young women to be found in the 
Turkish bath tanks at unnaturally 
early hours in the morning practicing 
fancy strokes or sometimes taking les- 
Bons from an attendant. 


> Oddly enough, these girls say they 
\arn more quickly in the tanks than at 
>.e regular swimming schools. At the 
/cbools most of the teachers use cork 
floats or trolley belts, aud for some rea- 
son or other women fail to gain confi- 
dence while they have these artificial 
supports. 


"I don't believe in the cork floats." 


Hid a Turkish bath attendant who 
lumbers many New York women 
imong her swimming pupils. "They 
give some aid In acquiring the proper 
movements, but they fail to give the 
learner confidence in herself at the very 
beginning. Once she has learned with 
a belt she must begin and learn all 
over again without it. 
' "The best way is to learn in a tank 
before going into deep water at all. The 
very first lesson in swimming is to 
make the pupil confident. If she strikes 
out in a tank, she knows that if she 
goes under she has only to pick henfeelf 
up again. 
1 "Sometimes I have stretched a rope 
half way across the tank and Have 
shown the learner that it Is possible to 
reach it from the steps by pushing the 
foot back against the steps as one 
starts. Oftfe this has been done suc- 
cessfully and the swimmer has caught 
the rope at the end of the drive she has 
learned an important lesson—that is, 
that the water will bear her up If the 
body Is properly poised. 


"Women learn to swim easily enough, 


but they are slow in acquiring style. 
They will not go slowly enough, and 
they never, or at least very rarely, un- 
derstand the impetus that sends the 
body along through the water. They 
Bepend too much on the hands and legs. 
But style in dwimming means much 
besides being graceful, for it indicates 
courage, coolness, self confidence and a 
thorough enjoyment of the exercise. 


"Women soon learn to use their arms 


gracefully, but their leg movements 
are wild and terrible. To cure this I 
nave often had swimmers hold on to 
the side rail of the tank and practice 
the leg stroke only. Sometimes I take 
the pupil's feet In my hands and move 
the limbs automatically In the proper 
time, counting for each movement Aft- 
er guiding the pupil In this way she 
•will count as she swims alone and 
-finally masters the motion. 


"The grace of a swimmer largely de- 


pends on the power and sweep of her 
stroke. The bands, pointed directly 


.'Wfie&d, should be held together while 


the'swimmer counts one slowly after 
.bringing the finger tips in touch. Rest- 


op, the stroke for this one moment 


s the body to drive ahead from 


tfee Impetus given by the kick.

About Summer Diet. 


A physician who has reduced the sci- 


ence of health to a system of diet and 
exercise, with abundant bathing, de- 
clares that no meats, excepting Iamb 
and chicken, should be eaten in hot 
weather, to which list, however, he 
adds fresh fish. Certain it is that much 
meat is unnecessary for even laboring 
men with the mercury among the nine- 
ties.

The hardy Arab 
conquered the world on a diet of dates 
and barley bread and ceased to be the 
terror of Europe only when he found 
such fare too simple for his taste. Ce- 
rcal and milk for breakfast, bread and 
eggs with fruit for luncheon, soup aud 
vegetables, with little or no moat, and 
a salad, may be the chief of the sum- 
mer diet, In which there is sufficient 
nutriment.

Technique of an Art That K«««!r«« 


I 
Tact and Skill. 


Some time in his life every author, no 


matter how succesful he may be in fic- 
tion, determines to write a play, and 
this without a clear understanding of 
the difference between \r$ dramatic and 
other forms of eompositoin. So few, in- 
deed, are those who .huve mastered the 
technique of both the novel and the play 
that they can he counted upon your 
thumbs, says Manuscript. 


Charles Keade, whom Swinburne calls 


the greatest of English novelists and 
whose "The Cloister and the Hearth" i* 
agreed by all to he the ideal of the histor- 
ical novel, always plumed himself on his 
ability to write a play. Certainly he bad 
the dramatic sense, as the stories of his 
which have been dramatized prove, but 
he lacked the training in dramatic tech- 
nique. And, worst of all, he was totally 
blind to hitf deficiency. He made over a 
good Frenca plaj into a poor Euglish 
one and wrote to a friend that he had 
achieved the dearest wish of his life. 


In the composition of a play the first 


essential is the construction of a "scena- 
rio," the framework of the fabric. With 
this done, the play is fully embodied in, 
the mind of the practical playwright. 
The rest is but upholstering — "leather 
and pniuella." The younger Dumas was 
onfe asked how he was getting on with a 
piny that he had on the stocks and an- 
swered ' "Jtyarly through. All done but 
the dialogue." 


The fault of the "closet dramatist," 


whose plays read better than they act, is 
nearly always too much attention to lit- 
erary style and too little to stage effect. 
He thinks too much of word painting, a. 
necessity in the days of the bare Eliza- 
bethan stage, but now rendered obsolete 
by the calcium and other modem effects. 
The frame of the dramatic edifice nowa- 
days is everything. The paint can be 
squirted on with a hose. 


The novelist who will write a play 


should therefore engage the services of 
a professional playwright either as a col- 
laborator or critic and reviser. 
Even 


then, i£ ho does not produce a popular 
play, he will have received hiuts concern- 
ing the attainment of dramatic effects 
which will be of invaluable service to him 
in subsequent work in. his own field of 
fiction. Indeed, one of the best practices 
an embryo novelist could engage in would 
be the novelizing of a successful drama 
— if he can find one on the boards that 
\vasu't a novel itself originally.

ferent per$ous talk. 0£ course 1 have no 
reference to the different kinds ot Words 
which may he found in the daily vocabu- 
lary of the average man, but I'm. talking 
about the total number of words uttered, 
counting repetitions and all, duriug every 
twenty-four hours. 


"There is the quiet, melancholy gentle- 


man who will not speak on an average of 
500 words a day, aud there are many 
who for one reason or another would not 
utter anything like this number. On the 
other hand, there is the conversational 
•galling gun, not always a woman, either, 
who will roll off words at a fearful rate 
of speed and whose aggregate for one 
day would run up to dizssy heights. Then 
there is the normal talker, who will strike 
a good decent average—the mati who will 
neither bore you with his indifferent si- 
lence nor .tire you with his meaningless 
verbosity. 


•'But suppose that we figure that the 


average person will utter au average of 
sixty words every minute. This would 
amount to 2,400 words for every hour, or 
about 57,000 words for every twenty-four 
hours. Of course no person \\ill talk this 
much, as the windiest of men and women 
would probably break down before they 
hnd talked as much as fifty-seven col- 
umns in the average daily newspaper. 
The only question is as to how much lima 
each person puts in talking during each 
day. Some men and women are situated 
so that they cannot talk during the day, 
except at mealtime, on account of the 
character of the work they have to do.

Even If the man is unknown who can 
fall to admire the nobility of those 
thoughts, who can fail to pant for their 
realization? 
Some of us may think 


thathumanlty has had prophets enough 
to proclaim similar Ideals and even sug- 
gest the processes by which we could 
soon realize them, but humanity does 
not seem to care anything for prophets 
or high Ideals, does not seem Inclined to 
Incorporate any such ideals In the fibers 
and network of our social relations. 


Before wo go any further It may be 


well to give a precise meaning to the 
word humanity In the present case, be- 
cause what Is the real Influence that 
the bulk of the people In each genera- 
tion have had In shaping their own des- 
tinies? None whatsoever but that of 
saying amen to the great multiplicity 
of laws and regulations concocted by a 
few brains, all for the purpose of re- 
pressing what has been considered the 
evil tendencies of the many iu opposi- 
tion to the supposed good tendencies of 
the few. Can we prove that the bulk 
of those few controlling the destinies 
of each generation have been under the 
Influence of good tendencies. Inclined to 
have them, willing or anxious to realize 
them? We cannot. The general results 
of civilization prove just the reverse. 


Only a few days ago the writer re- 


ceived a letter from an old friend who 
has been located In Washington for 
over 30 years under go\ eminent em- 
ployment at a fairly good salary, often 
traveling through the country as an 
agent of the government, constantly In 
direct contact with government olllcers 
of high standing and people In Impor- 
tant social positions. He has never 
been anything of u reformer.

simply a conservative who does not re- 
fuse to see fads and Is willing to rea- 
son correctly. In that letter and In an- 
swer to some questions I asked him re- 
lating to present social conditions he 
said, "Most of onr legislators are pos- 
sessed with selfish purposes, and many 
of them don't even see. the difference 
between good and bad laws." Few hon- 
est, Intelligent men will fall to agree to 
that In any confidential talk with other 
friends, although they will not be will-
